.Sullivan Comes Out of the Fight Fresh, 
W hile His Opponent is Badly 
* .... 
Used Up. 


New Orleans, La., July P.—Sullivan 
has again demonstrated his ri lit to the 
championship of the world, and is king of 
the fistic arena. 
At Richburg, Miss., 
he 
defeated Jake K ilrain in two hours and a 
half in a broiling sun, and when tim sponge 
was thrown up ho walked out of the ring 
as unconcerned as if ba had only boen toss­ 
ing the ball with Muldoon. 
It was the 
fight of his life, and it is doubtful if any 
man will ever claim the championship at 
his hands until ho is again voted a broken- 
down man by the fighters who envy him 
his proud ppsition and his title. 
The rink was fitted up as no ring ever 
was before, in am pitheater sty e, and the 
press had desks and table with camp 
stools and a largo, roomy inclosure. Throe 
thousand husky men were there, and in 
cbeeriflg and jeering fully used up their 
$15 franchise. 
The sheriff was thoro to 
stop it, and ho was taken Caro of much as 
tho Indiana marshals were taken care of 
down at Hammond, except that the price 
was higher. 
K ilrain wanted to fight; so 
did Sullivan. 
John said he didn’t care if 
he was locked up if he licked Kilrain first, 
and Jake said he could stand it if Sullivan 
could. 
Jake's fighting shoes were lost 
for 
awhile, and he gamely declared he would 
fight in baro feet if they did not come; but 
they came, and after tho usual conference 
between tho loading sports, which always 
proceeds so ponderously, tho two gladiat­ 
ors started for tho ring. 


TUE GUARD ENCAMPMENT. 
There is a good deal of foolishness go­ 
ing on in regard to the grand army en­ 
campment being held in Milwaukee. It 
seems from the Sentinel that all prepa­ 
rations for holding the 
encampment 
have been stopped. 
The report hee it 
that “this action was determined upon 
at a meeting of the executive council 
Monday night, and was brought about 
by the emphatic position assumed by 
Mayor Brown, that not a cent more of 
the special tax should be spent until 
there were ample assurance that not only 
the encampment delegates, but the grand 
army en masse was coming to Milwau­ 
kee in August. The council also decided 
at once to resume work on a vigorous 
scale, as boo:? as an assurance were forth­ 
coming. In a nutshell the situation is 
this: 
If the state department command­ 
ers insist on discouraging general at­ 
tendance because [the railroads refuse a 
one cent rate, the council will [recind its 
invitation; it they do not issue their 
threatened order, then everybody will 
turn to With a will. The whole question 
will be settled within a few days, the de­ 
partment commanders having decided to 
issue their circulars this week, if at all.” 
Thus the executive council is rn the 
mire, with General Warner a thousand 
miles away—off among the Sioux In­ 
dians.

At the call of time Kilrain and 2$ulliv 
advanced to the center of the riffg, t 
latter wearing a confident smile, Kilrain 
looking serious and tho great battle for tho 
world’s championship began. 
Round I—Kilrain immediately made a 
rush for Sullivan. 
Feinting with hisleft, 
he suddenly clinched Sullivan and tmrew 
him heavily to the turf, 
securing first) 
honors and loud applause. 
Time, :15. 
Round 2—Both men advanced prom ptly 
at the call of time, Sullivan Immediately 
leading w it h 
h i* 
lo ft , 
c a t c h in g 
heavily in the ribs. The men then clinched 
and Sullivan secured the second fall amid 
loud cheers from his partisans. 
Time, :80. 
Round J —Kilrain rushed Sullivan at 
once, clinching and catching tho big fel­ 
low around tho neck, but tho later immed­ 
iately bfoke away and got in a short-arm 
blow on the neck. 
In this round K ilrain 
struck at least half a dozen apparently 
foul blows below the belt, which the ref-* 
eree from his position could not sqe, 
but 
which were greeted with hisses by the 
crowd, it appearing and being so pro­ 
claimed by Sullivan’s friends, th at Kilrain 
wanted to lose on a foul.

General Brsgg sgainst the attacks of

Round 5—Sullivan opened with 
a feint 
with his left, upon which Kilrain immedi­ 
ately retreated. Sullivan followed him up, 
and Kill ain made a vicious lunge at hts 
head, which, however, fell short a“ d Sul­ 
livan swung his terrible right at His oppo­ 
nent’s jugular, ho too falling short and 
K ilrain countered harmlessly on the neck. 
Tho round ended by Kilrain going down 
near his own corner, his aim appearing to 
be to avoid.punishment, pursuing the same 
tactics adopted by his trainer, Mitchell, in 
bis “ foot race” in France. 
Round 6—Sullivan commenced opaia- 
tions by landing heavily with his left on 
K i l r a i n s jaw.

Rouud 7—Both men sparred cautiously 
for an opening, but soon clinched and in­ 
dulged in some sharp short-arm work, 
Kilrain getting in three or four good ones 
on Sullivan’s rib! and a sharp rig h t­ 
hander on Sullivan’s right ear. draw ing 
the blood. 
First blood was claimed and 
allowed to Kilrain. 
Time, 1:30. 
Round 8—-Sullivan came up bleeding 
from the cut on his ear, having the ap­ 
pearance of an enraged bull. 
He imme­ 
diately rushed at Kilrain, and after a few 
passes succeeded in breaking down his 
guard, sending Kilrain to the gram with a 
heavy right-hander in the mouth, 
knock-down claimed and allowed for S 
van kmid prolonged cheers from 
mirers.

Sullivan in return got in a good one 
t n K ilrain’s neck which staggered him. 
Tho big fellow then planted a heavy on# 
on Kilrain’s neck. 
Tho latter retreating, 
Sullivan followed him up, endeavored to 
land one of his terrible knock-out blows, 
and succeeded finally in gaining a square 
I; nock-down by a right hander in tho 
neck. 
At tho termination of this round 
Sullivan did not even take his seat, while 
Kilrain appeared to bo very much dis­ 
tressed.

Round 12—Kilrain started this round 
by hugging Sullivan, the latter breaking 
away and getting in a good left-hander on 
K ilrain’s neck. 
Kilrain proved a tricky 
tighter, evading successfully Sullivan’s 
right-handed swings for tho knock-out 
spot, clinching Sullivan and attem pting to 
throw him, but without success. Tho round 
ended by tho men falling heavily, Sullivan 
on top, his left arm locked tightly on his 
opponent’s throat, Kilrain having to bo 
carried to his corner, evidently in distress. 
Time 2:00. 
Round 18—Sullivan succeeded in land­ 
ing lightly on K ilrain’s ribs, tho latter 
countering on his stomach. 
Kilrain d u r­ 
ing this round spiked Sullivan in one of 
his feet, causing it to bleed quite profusely, 
and aimed a blow which would have boon 
a foul had it taken effect.

ing and planting a I low on K ilrain’s ribs 
which could I e heard all over the inclos­ 
ure.

Kilrain asked him to 
make tho fight a draw, but Sullivan re­ 
fused and responded with a heavy blow on 
K ilrain’s ribs, knocking him down. 
Round 45—Sullivan smashed Kilrain in 
tho ribs, then landed on his jaw, knocking 
him down and stamping on him. 
A loud

van, although slightly winded, was able 
to deal sledge hammer blows and Kilrain 
was gradually t ecoming weaker.

G reat C rowds B oard the Special T rain— 
On tho B a ttle Grounds. 
Richburg, Miss., July 9.—The 
first 
train arrived at 5:30. 
After worryin 
around for half the night and speculating 
on the chances for a fight the people at the 
hotels, the clubs, and on the streets of 
New Orleans moved with common impul-e 
toward the depot. 
At 11:30 o’clock poople trusted not to 
street-cars, but took cabs and carriages, 
and ovety jehu in the city did a land- 
office business. 
Down at the depot thoro 
was an indescribable crush 
It seemed a-; 
though everbody in tho city was going to 
the fight and that everybody wanted to 
get aboard at the same time. 
Through 
careless management holders of inner-ring 
tickets, who had paid dearly for tho trip, 
werp (creed through a narrow passage 
well guarded by tho police. 
At this small 
opening several hundred congregated, and 
jostled, pushed, and fought to secure ad­ 
ia tio n . 
Clothes were torn, hats crushed, 
and many people injured, but the crowd 
finally got through an I the seven cars of 
the select train were quickly filled. 
The greatest difficuly was experienced 
by toe management in keeping people 
without tickets off tho train, and a force 
of detectives was provided in ear-h cai’. 
Some venturesome peoplo who had no 
monejr to pay their way risked their lives 
on the roofs of the cars, and it require I 
the strictest search to discover all who 
hung 
on 
the 
trucks 
and 
other 
dangerous portions of tho coaches. 
Just 
before tho train was finally made up 
Attorney-General 
Rogers came aboard 
with Adjt. Gen. Bairns, Col. Clem Wal­ 
ker of tho Governor’s staff and stated that 
the fight must positively not take place on 
Louisiana soil. 
At first no answer was 
made, but the officials were finally told 
that the men would not fight in this State. 
It was expected that troops would appear 
at the depot, but of tho two companies in 
the city one could muster only forty men 
and the other only a bakery* dozen.

reply to a request made on them by tho 
Governor, for train accommodations for 
the troops, the railroad people replied that 
the State could not be accommodated as 
all their rolling stock had been chartered. 
The Governor was offered transportation 
on regular trains. 
A t 1:30 the first train, with twelve 
coaches, palled out, and the conductor and 
engineer were given strict instructions t ) 
go straight through to the battle ground 
without a stop. 
Aboard tho tram the in­ 
formation was furnished officially that both 
Sullivan and Kilrain had reached the bat­ 
tle ground at 0:30.

any betting at all on the train.

C hicago, July 9 . —Judge Horton ren­ 
dered an important decision to-day which 
will compel some important changes in the 
methods employed in tho city police courts. 
Tho decision also renders void the con­ 
viction of some 500 prisoners now in the 
Bridewell, who can obtain their release 
through the habeas-corpits act. 
The case was that of William Kenny, a 
young man who was arrested on the We*t 
Side for engaging in a fight on tho street, 
which the officer witnessed. 
He was fined 
$*h). 
Kenny appealed the case on the 
gr6und that no warrant had been issued, 
It being the rule here not to swear out a 
warrant where tho officer sees tho criminal 
act. 
Judge Horton ordered that the case 
against Kenny be dismissed. 
In his deci- 
tion ho said an arrest by an officer who 
witnessed a breach of the peace Is legal, 
but there must be something else to give 
the court in whicb the offender is tried the 
proper Jurisdiction. 
That something is a 
complaint in writing and sworn to eith**’- 
by the officer or some complaining Avitness. 
The decision had the immediate effect of 
having all the city cases left on the present 
quasi-criminal calendar. 
There are sever­ 
al hundred prisoners in the Bridewell who 
have been sent there illegally and any one 
of them can secure his release by applying 
for a habeas corpus aa rit. 
Judge Horton's decision is a supplement 
to that of Judge Tuley last winter, which 
put a stop to the practice iii tho police 
courts of binding people over for criminal 
offenses, without any complaint except the 
verbal statement of an officer. 
It will 
now he necessary for the police even in 
‘‘common drunks” to make a sworn com­ 
plaint in black and white.

MORE ABOUT THE TOWN OF ROCK SCHOOL 


TROUBLE. 
To the Editor, 
I find an article in your issue of July 
4th, headed, The Board Sustained or set­ 
tling of a school difficulty in tbe town of 
Rock. 
It appears that year correspondent 
must be somewhat ignorant of tbe facts 
in the case, and in order that be may ba 
more thoroughly enlightened, I trust 
you will permit me to reply through 
your columns. 
First, as to tbe cause of the difficulty 
your correspondent says that a seventeen 
year old boy took executions to the 
rules by which the school has beea gov­ 
erned for the past six years. 
In this we 
think be is very much mistaken. There 
is not nor never bas been any excep­ 
tions taken to the rules posted in the 
school rocm. 
The rules to which ex­ 
ceptions were taken were new ones this 
most successful leadier tried to adopt 
and enforce which I will give as follows; 
U t. 
AU pupils are requested to sit in 
the end of their seat and .sit up straight. 
2d. They were not allowed to lean 
over enough to see to withdraw books 
from the shelf underneath the desk when 
necessary to change. 
3d. At noon and recess they must re­ 
main in their seats when in the school 
room. 
In a letter from the state superintend­ 
ent, besa} s i t does not teem possible 
that a teacher in tbie day of practical ed­ 
ucation woald adopt aud enforce rales 
which forbid pupils to move scarcely a 
muscle during the session. It does not 
seem either that tbe majority of a school 
board woald sustain a teacher in such 
rigid discipline. 
Now. the rules men­ 
tioned are the ones which the boy and 
bis father teak exceptions to.
